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CITY ONCE WAS RAILROAD CAMP 


Name Has Been Spelled Three Ways But Has 
Official Cognomen Now 
*

Hart selle, like many other towns 
along the main line of the railroad 
ompany, owes Its existence perhaps 
to the fact that the railroad came 
this way. 
* Hart sell© was first located one milq, 
north of the present town on the lands 
owned by Georg© Hartnell, one of the 
pioneer settlers of this section, that 
site being known today as “Old Hart- 
sell” :

It first started as a railroad camp 
about the year 1870, at the time tha 
L. and N. traek was being laid thru 
this section. 
A railroad eommissiary was about 
all the business interest at that place 
at that time, « large force of work­ 
men waa engaged in blasting away 
sufficient rock from 
the 
Hartselie 
mountain in order that a right-of-way 
could be made possible to lay the 
track on. 
It is said that the reason the camp 
was moved one mile further south to 
la point where the present town of 
Hartselie now stands, was due to the 
fact that a railroad car ran wild down 
the mouhtalft one day while work was 
in progress, wrecking itself down the 
mountain, caused those in authority to 
look about for another location on 
more level ground.

spelled his. The postoffice department 
at Washington, D. C„ added an s thus: 
Hartselie, while for years the pres­ 
ent town of HartaeUe has been spelled 
Hartselie by its citizens. 
About a year ago, the department 
at Washington took the matter up 
with the local postoffice, and afte*

tions, Hartselie waa adopted as cor­ 
rect by the department, and Hartsells 
dropped. 
It has long been believed that oil 
existed in the vicinity of Old Hart­ 
sell, and more than thirty years since 
two wells were drilled at that point 
to a depth of several thousand feet. 
Oil in some quantities was struck, 
many citizens keeping small phials of 
it for a long time. 
The wells were spiked without the 
knowledge of the people here, and the 
drillers left for their homes in Penn 
syl vania.

AN OPPORTUNITY FOR RAISING TAXES 
WITHOUT HURTING THE PEOPLE 
Taxation is a subject everybody rs interested in and a 
subject everybody is not interested in, the latter from the 
standpoint of payment. 
Alabama is becoming greater 
with the days commercially and the state must necessarily 
look around for more sources of revenue, in keeping with 
progress. 
Where áre these increases coming from if the 
people do not care to vote bond issues of sufficient size 
to take care of the needs? 
What avenue not already 
touched can be found to take care of the burden and yet 
keep it off the shoulders of the people ? 
The answer is plainly found in non-essentials, products 
not a commodity or a necessity. 
What then is to be de­ 
termined non-essential? 
OtBer states in the nation have found a tobaeco tax a 
source of revenue. 
Tennessee anticipates that $1,500,000 
can be realized from the tobacco tax alone. 
Then there 
are toilet articles, non-essentials, liixuriqq. 
T,axes on 
these articles calí remove the burden from the shoulders 
of the people who do not buy non-essentials'and place the 
burden on the man or woman who does find use for such 
articles. 
That is where the tax rightfully belongs. 
There are other features in the taxation of tobacco and 
other non-essentials which will prove interesting. 
The 
placing of those taxes should relieve the property tax. 
Many people holding property are in a difficult position 
when the time for tax payment rolls around, they do not 
budget themselves for the time of year when these pay­ 
ments come due. 
Thesd same people would no doubt pay 
a tobacco tax or a cosmetic tax without any hesitancy, 
taking little notice of the added cost.
